XX. Command of Chrift, ſat. 5. 34. &s. Swear not at all 
. cc, And the Apoſtle Fames, Fam.g.12. Above all Things 

my Brethren ſwear not, &c. from the corrupt Glofſes, limited 
Sence and Meanings of A#an Smailyoed, &c. as in and by the 
ſaid Teſtimony, printed.in the Year aforeſaid, doth'and may ap- 
pear, unto which [ neither received Anſwer nor Rep'y ; but 
now of late, viz. in this preſent Year 1674. there came te my 
Hands aBook;entituled, TheCaſe of theQuakers,-elating roOaths 
ftared,by oneF.S.as its ſaid, wherein he firſt hath afſerted,SeQ.r, 
That Chriſtians of the higheft Rank and greateſt Proficiency may 
lawfully in ſome Caſes confirm the Truth with an Oath, and that 
they ſo may do, he pretends tofprove from the Pratice and Ex- 
ample of the Apoſtle Paul, who both knew the 7nd of Chrift, 
and ſer.ied God' inthe Spirit in the Goſpel of bis Son, and yet 
as F. $. pretends, aid frequently confirm what he aſſerted in fock 
like Forms of ſacredOathes as theſe,n1T. God 3s myWitnefs,Rom, 
1.9. Iſaythe Trmhin Chriff, Tlye not, my Conſcience bearing 
me Witneſs in the Holy Ghoft, Rom.g.1., T1call Godfor a Record 
upon my Seul, 2 Cor. 1.23. The Gotl and Father of our Lord Fe- 
fee hrift krows that I Iye not, 2 Cor.11.37. together with Gal. 


T,/2o, Phil, 1. 8. 1 Thel. 2. 10. Ye are Witneſſes and God alſo; 


#:d that thiſe Forms of Sjceth are ſacred Oaths, is manifeſt; 
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_ aith F. S. from Gen. 57 nb where Jacob and Laban are 
ſaid to ſmear in theſe Form of Words,” So Gods Witneſs between 
thee and me, es, To which for Anſwerl fay, That theſe'Forms 
of Speech uſed by the Apoſtle, and by Faccb and Laban, viz. 
Ss God is Witneſs between thee and me ;, God is my Witneſs, ec, 
are of themſelves: (without the Addition of ſomewhat more, 
 a5an'outward Sign or Pledge) neither Oath or Swearing, which. 
Addition of ſomewhat more, as an outward Sign or Pledge, 
was that which then gave the Denomination of an Oath or 
Swearing unto the Forms of Speech formerly uſed in Witnels- 
bearing, before any Oath or Swearing was; for it is evident 


from the PraRice of the holy Men of God, as it is recorded in | 


the Scriptures of Truth, that there was and is a Diverſity or Dif- 
ſerence (worthy of Obſervation forthe better: clearing of my 
Affirmation. in this Particular } between an Oath or Swearing 
and. witneſs-bearing ;, and that the. holy Men of God did puta 
Difference betwixt Swearing and Witneſc=bearing, is evident 
from theScriptures,--which will the more clearly appear, ifit be 
obſerved, that Witneſs-bearing was, and the Name of God was. 
uſed in. Witnels-bearing before any Oath or Swearing was ;, 
for before the Fall there was neither Oath or Swearing, and yet 
Eve before the Fall did in. Witneſs-Bearing uſe the Name of 
Ged, when ſhe in Anſwer to the Serpents Queſtion, ſaid, :Yea,, 
Ged hath ſaid, ye ſball not eat, &c, Gen. 3.3, And Sarah af- 
ter the Fall, and before any ſacred Oath or Swearing was, uſed 
the like Form of Specch as Laban did in the: Place before-men- 
tioned, when fhe ſaid. to Abrabam, The Lord judge between thee 


and me, Gen, 16, 5. from which Scriptures. it is evident, that. 


Witneſs-bearing was before any Oath or Swearing ; and allo, 
_thatthe Name of God was uſed in. Witne(s-bearing before any 
Swearing was; ſo.that which was before-any ſacred. Oath. or 
Swearing was of it ſelf,. is neither, Oath or Swearing, without 
the Addicion of, fomewhat. more -as aforeſaid, And it is further 
evident-by the Scriptures Teſtimony, that the holy-Men of God. 
in Cauſes where no Oath or. Swearing was required by the Law, 
cid.in: V Vitneſs:bearing call.God to witneſs, and uſed Atreſtati- 
ons of the Name of God; when they did not ſear. at all; as 
for. Inſtances. Hoſes called Heaven andEerth to Record, Deut, 
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24.26. Deut..30.19. Job lads, My Witneſs is in' Heaven 
and my Record is on high, Job 16.19. And the People of 1/- 
rae} ſpeaking to Feremy, ſaid, .The Lord be Witneſs of Truth 
and Faith hetwixt ws, Jer,42.5. The Prophet Micha allo ſaid, 
Flear all ye People, hearken' thou Earth and all that therein'ss, 

and let the Lord God be Witneſs againſt you, Mich, 1.2, And the 
Prophet 4falachytold the Prieſts and People of Zeryſalem and 
Fudah, That the Lord God had been a Witneſs between them and 
the Wife of. their Youth; Mal. 2,14, From all which Teftimo« 
- nies it ts evident, that the Servants of the” Lord upon urgent 
Occaſions, : where no. Oath was required by. the Law, did in 
VVitneſs- bearing call God to V Vitneſs, and uſed Atteſtations 
of the Name of God in their V Vitneſs-bearing, when they dig 
not ſwear at all ; and for the further manifeſting of that Part-of 
-my Affirmation, viz. That the Forms of Speech uſed by Facob 
and Laban, and by the Apoſtle and others, before-mentioned, 
. of themſelves; without adding of ſomewhat more, as an out- 
- ward Sign or Pledge, are neither Oathes or Swearing, Itis 
worthy of Obſervation, that where mention 'is made of 'an 
. Oathor Swearing in the Scriptures -of Truth, there is alſo men- 
. tion made of ſome outward Sign or Pledge, which was added 
to the Forms of Speech by them uſed, which fomewhat more 
. being added, was that which gave the Denomination of an Oath 
or Swearing to the Forms of Speech, without which Addition 
of ſomewhat more then Yea and Nay, asa Sign or Pledge, the 
Forms of Specch of themſelves was neither LegalOath or Swear- 
ing; asfor Example, Gen. 31. 44. to ver. 54. Itis ſaid,Come 
let us make a Covenant, 1 and thou, which may be a Witneſs be. 
tween thee and ze; then took Jacob a Stone, and ſet it up as 4 
Pillar, and Jacob ſaid to hus Brethren, gather Stones, and they 
brought Stones, and made 4 Heap: and Laban ſaid, thu. Heap 
# Witneſs between me and thee, there is no Man with us, behold 
Geds Witneſs between me and thee: Moreover, Laban ſaid to ' 
Jacob, Behold this Heap, and behold the Pillar, the Heap ſhall be 
Witneſs, and thePillar ſhall be Witneſs, and the God of Abraham, 
&-c.be Fudge between 14; but Jacob [ware by tbe Fear of biz Father 
Kaac. The like Example. we find,Gez.2.1 FAY Gen,24.233. 
.- where Abraham cauſed his Serunnt to put bis Hand we” ts 
ighs 
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Thigh, and to ſwear, &c, Thelike weread, Gen, 4.7.29,31. 
where./ſrael call'd his.Sen 7oſeph to pat his Hand under hisThigh, 
and ſaid, .S wear unts me, and he ſware unto him, &c, From 
all which Examples itis evident, That there was an Addition 
(of ſomewhat more as an outward Sign or Pledge) to the Forms 
of Speech by the Men of God uſed, which was that that gave 
tothe Form of Words the Denomination of an Oath or Swear- 
ing, without which Addition of ſomewhat more, as an'outward 
Sign or Pledge ,, the'Words, God # Witneſs, &c. . of them- 
ſelves neither were nor are either Legal Oath or Swearing, or 
ſo intended, or accepted by the holy Men of God, mentioned 
4nthe Scripturesof Truth; Conform hereunto is the daily Pra- 
ice obſerved in the Courts of Judicature jn this and ether Na- 
tions, when and where any Oath or Swearing is required in 
VVitaeſs-bearing ; ſo that the laying aſide of an Oath or. Swear- 
ing in VVitneſs-bearing, is not the deſtroying of”'V Vitneſs- 
bearing, but the reducing it unto its Original Purity and Simpli« 
City, as it was in the Beginning, before any Oath -or Swearing 
was : . And now. by what is, before-ſaid-it is evident, that the 
Forms of Speech uſed by Labarand Facob in their Day, and 
the Forms of Speech uſed by the Apoſtle Paz! inrhis Day,. and 
aow uſed. by the People of God called Prakers in their Wit- 
ne(s-hearing, in and of themſelves, neither were. nor are any 
Legal Oath or Swearing, without the Addition of ſomewhat 
More, ,asan outward Sign. or Pledge, which Addition being 
marc then Yea an? Nays therefore in Obedience to the Com- 
mand of Chriſt denyed, the Original Ground or:Cauſe thereof 
in\Van being Evil; ahd therefore Chriſtians in Chriſt - Jeſus, 
'. and in the Faith of him, may ,not do- Evil, knowing that no 
Good can come to any by doing Evil. - And for further Anſwer 
Ifay, That it is evident from the Scriprures Teftimqny, rhat 
the, Apoſtle Pal, .as he was mad: an able Miniſter of the N.w 
1 Teftawments net of the Leiter, but of the Spirit + iſo alſohe was 4 
. Wwneſs of 1 biſe Things which he, hat received of Chrift,and of the 
Things which he bad ſect, *Ats 26. 16, and having learned of 
the. Spirit of God to put a Difference between Names and

Apoſtle had frequently ſworn, then had he not walked accor- - 
ding to the Rule of theGoſpel, but according to theLaw in the £ 
Letter, becauſe it is evident, that there is no Command of 
Chriſt in the Goſpel for any Man in any Caſe to ſwear, or to 
confirm their Sayings with an Oat; but on the contrray, an 
expreſs Command of Chriſt, 7fay uzto you, Swear net at all : 
Now theſe Things being ſo, as afore is ſaid, I may conclude, 
That there being no Example, Command or Precept in the Go- 
ſpel of Chriſt, for any of the Diſciples of Chriſt Jeſus to con- 
rm the Truth of their Sayings with an Oath, thattberefore no- 
Chriſtian inEhrift Jeſus is oblieged to ſwear at all,and that there- 
fore F. S. is blame- worthy in afferting, that the Apoſtle Paul 
did frequently confirm what he aſſerted with an Oath ; anJ that: 
the Quakers do actually ſwear,' even then when they fay, they 
cannot 
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cannot ſwear. -' And now I progeed to his ſecond 4ronment; 
where he ſaith, 


Arg. 2.' That without the Interpoſition of an Oath, 3t is im- | 
poſſible in many Caſes, that Fuſtice can be adminiſtred according to 
che Rule of the Goſpel;, and he inſtances in one Caſe for all, Exod. 
22.20, 21. If a Adandeliver ts his Neaghbour an Ox, or Aſs, 
or. Sheep tokeep, and 1r.dye,. or be hurt, or driven away, no Man 
ſeeing it ; then ſhall an Oath'of the Lord be between them both,that 
he hath ict put bis Hand to his Neighbours Goods, and the Owner 
of t ſhall accept thereof, and he fhall not makg it good;, it 1s the 
"Righteous Gets Will, that Fuſtice be adminiſtred in this and the 
bke Caſes, . but in ſuch Caſes (faith F. 5.) it cannot be determi. 
ned according tothe Evangelical Rule, who ſhall bear the Loſs, 
without the Interpoſition.of an Oath ;, for if the Aſan's bare Word 
be taken for the, Proof of his Innocency, the Controverſie will be 


| decided by one. only Witneſs, direftly againſt. Chriſt's Precepts, 


Mat. 18. 16. That #n the Mouth of tws or three Witneſſes every 
Word may be eſtabliſhed; therefore (faith F, S.) the guiltleſs 


Partyin ſuch Caſes muſt in Vindication of his Innecency take in 


God to witneſs with him, that ſothe Adatter may be decided by two 
Witneſſes atleaft, &c. TRY BY: | | 
For Anſwer to all which I firſt do ſay, That. F. S. in aſſerting, 
that without the Interpoſition of an Oath» 'tis impoſſible in ſuch 
Caſes, that Juſtice can be adminiſtred according to the Rule of 
the Goſpel, hath-not only endeavoured to-pervert the 'Rule of 
the Goſpel, but alſo to confound an. Oath and Witnelſs-bearing, 
intimating by his Aſertion, 'as if no true Witneſs ever was or 
could be born without the Interpoſition of -an Oath ; the con- 
trary whereof is evident from Chriſt's Precept in the Place by 
F.S. mentioned, where Chriſt ſaith, That by che Adonth of two 


or three Witneſſes cvery Word # to be eſtabliſhed, without -any 


mention of an Gath or Swearing; . which Precept of Chriſt is 
conſonant to that Precept- of his, Hat, 5.34. &c. Swear nat 
at all, &c. And that Witneſs bearing was before any Oath was, 


is evident from what is before faid in Anſwer to his firſt Argyu-. 


mint, and. was alſo uſed by the holy Men of God in all Ages, 
| without

without the Interpoſition of an Oath, ſave only in ſuch Caſes 
where an Oath was required by the Law or firſt Covenant, 

Secondly, T for further Anjwer/ay, That as in an Oath under 
the Law, the Lord was called to Witneſs with the innocent Par- 
ty; fo under the Go'pel,in Witneis-bearing the Name of God, 
or God hiraſclf is called ro Witneſs, as where the Apoſtle Par! 
faith, God zs my witneſs ;, I call God for a Record upon my Sonl, 
&c, By which Appeals unto God ia VW itneſs-bearing (without 
an Oath) tie Power and Omniſciency of almighty God is ac- 
knowledged, in diſcerning w-ether Truth be ſpoken, and in pu- 
niſhing them that bear faiſe Witneſs,” as much as under the Law 
in Cates where an Oath was required ; and the Lyar is excluded 
the Kingdom of Heaven as well as the falſe Swearer : $o tot 
according to Chriſt's Precept, by the Mouth of two or three 
Witnefſes every Word and every Caie may be eftabliſh-d «,- 
der tne Goſpel, without any obitruciing of Juſtice, or patro- 
nizing of Injuſtice ; and yet in ſuch Cale the Party's bare Word 
is not taken, nor his Wirneis, being true, ſingle; - for 3s the 
Apoſtle ſaid, Rom, $8.6, T he Sprrur «t ſelf (which is the greater 
Witneſs). beareth -119eſs with Man's Spirits, and fo God is 
V Vitnels for the-Innocer.t Party, and with him, and hath a 
Witneſs for him in Mens Coniciences; and therefore Swearing 
or the Interpoſition of an «. ath in ſuch Cates, is ſo far from be- 
mg a neceſſary Duty under the Goſpel, as it amounteth to be a 
Tranſgreſfion of the Law of Chrif* to all; is Diſciples, Mat, 5. 
34. But I ſay unto yen, Swear not «t al, &c. Andnowl pro-' 
ceed to his third Arexmenr, wherein he aſſerts,

Anſwer, Firſt, | do deny his Aſſumption, that the Spirit of 
the Lord did ſo commend Swearing as a Practice to continue in 
tie ChriſtianChurch among Chriſt'sDiſciples,Fews or&cnt:!-5, _ 
Sceondly, 1ay, that the Scriptures by J.S. quoted do no more 
prove Swearing then Curfing, to be lawful*under the Goſpel, 
which for F. S, or any other to affirm, is to preach another Do- 
Ctrine then Chriſt and his-Apoſtles preached, as is evident from 
Aat, 5,42, 43. where Chriſt ſaid, That it hath been ſaid, thou 
{halt love thy New hborry and hate thine Enemy ; but 1 ſay unto 
yoity, love your Enemies, bleſs them that curſe you, And the Apo- 
ſtie Paul, Rom, 12. 14. faith, Bleſs them that perſecute you,bleſs 
and curſe not, Luke 6.28, Bleff them that curſe you, and pray 
for them that deſpighifully uſe you, And Chriſt ſaith, Jar. 5. 
$4. &c, But Tſay unto you, Swear not at all, And the Apoſtle, 
Jam, 5.12, faith; Above all Things my Brethren ſwear not,&c. 
So that ].'S. having tranſgrefſed the DoArine of Chriſt, and - 
broeght another Doctrine, is not to bereceived, neither bid 
Ged ſpeed, according to 2 Johng. 10, And J.S, his Error and 
falſe Concluſion is further apparent, in that he reſtraineth that 
to the Nature of the Worſhip of God, which is ſpiritual ad 
Eternal, unto the Act or Performance, which at the Time of - 
Siving forth of that Prophecy, was (with Reſpect to thoſe ex- 
ternal ſhadowy Things) by Nature temporary and changeable; 
for many, of the Prophecics .were given forth by figurative 
_anddark Shadows of Ehrift,, who was and is the Subſtance ; 
and therefore by Bleſſing and Swearing under the Law, was 
meant (as they had Reference tothe Goſpel.times) tlie prai- 
ſipg God, confeſſing to him, and worſhipping hit in Spirit and 
in Truth, according to the Goſpel of his Son, viz. i» Newneff © 
of the Spirit, and not in the Oldneſs of the Letter, And asto_ 
that Scripture, Jer, 29. 22, it is evident from the Text it ſelf, 
that it was the People of the Captivity of Jad«h (and not the 
Gentile-Converts) that were Captives in Babel, that were to , 
take vpthat Curſe, after their Return, againſt Ahas and Zede- 


kiah, : 
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kzah, which had prophelied Lycs unto them in the Name of the 
Lord; therefore let J.S. beware; So that from theſe two 
Texts of Scripture there isno Ground for any of the Diſciples 
of Chriſt to ſwear by the God of Truth, contrary to the Com. 
mand of Chriſt, who is their only Law-giver in Matters of Faith 
and Worſhip; for-in Chriſt, the great Prophet, all Signs Pro. 
-phecies and Miracles were to meet, and be by him diſpenſed ac+ 
cording to theWill of God. And now I proceed to J. S's fourth 
Argument, Which is as he ſaith, 2p 


 Arg.4. That that which theSpirit of Chriſt,that was in the Pre 
phets, foretold fhanld be done in the Time of the Goſpel by the Luraes 
People, as an Evidence of thttr Converſion to the Lord, may law- 
Fully be done by Chriſtians : But theSpirir of Chriſt ( ſauth ].S.) 
which was in the Prophets foretold, that in the Times of the Goſpel 
the Lord's People ſhould ſwear by his Name, as au Evid:nce of 
their Converſion to the Lord; therefore (ſaith J.S.) 4 Chiiſtian 


' may lawfully ſwear by the Lord's Name, 


To which for Anſwer I fay, That ].S. in affirming that ihe 
Spirit of Chriſt in the-Prophets foretold, that in the Times of 
'the Goſpel the Lord's People ſhould ſwear by his Name, as an 
Evidence of their Converſion to the Lord, hath in ſo affirming 
oppoſed the Do&trine of the Ap ſtles and Miniſters of Chriſt, 
and inſo doing hath manifeſted himſelf to be ne. Miniſter of 
the Spirit of Chriſt, nor of the Goſpel ;- for its evident, that 
the Apoſtles and Miniſters of Chriſt, who were able Miniſters of 
theNewTeſtament,not of the Letter,but of tkeSpirit,did teſtifie, 
That wheſoever ſhould cal on the Name of the Lord,ſhould be ſa- 
ved, ARts 2.10. and the End of theirCare & Pains in preaching 8: 
writing was,That People (whether Jews or Gentiles)ſhould believe 
that Feſm is the Chriſt, the Son of God, and that in believing 
(and not by ſwearing) they might have Life through his Namey 
John 20,31. And the Apoſtle Pax teſtified, That he that con- 
feſſeth with bis Mouth the Lord Fefus, and ſhill beliew? in bis 
Heart that God raiſedbimfrom the Dead, ſhall be ſaved; for 
with the Heart Man believeth unts Righteonſneſs, and with the 
Tongue confeſſeth ants Salvation, Rom. 10.9, 10,11,12, And 
when the Eunuch asked Philip, waar hindered hin to be bajtized, 
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Philip ſaid unto him, If thex believeſt with all thy Heart, thou 
mayeſt , and the Eunuch anſwered and ſaid (butdid not ſwear) 
7 believe that Feſua Chriſt i the Son of God 5 and thtrenpon Phi. 
lip did baprize him, Atts 8.36, 37,38. And when the Keeper 
-of the Prifon ſaid unto Paul and Sylas, Sirs, what ſhall I ds to be 
faved? they faid, Believe on the Lerd Feſus Chriſt and thou ſhalt 
be ſaved and thy Honſe, Acts 16. 30,31. So that the Eunuch 
and the Keeper of the Priſon confelling their Belief in Chriſt the 
Son of God,. was all the outward Evidence that the Apoſtles re- 
quired of their Converfion unto God. And Perer ſaid, Ats 
10, 43. That unto Chriſt all the Prophets did bear witneſs, that 
throuzh his Name all that believe (mark, jt is not faid, all that 
ſvear) ſhalt receive Remiſſion of Sins, And thoſe that were 
pricked in their Hearts when they heard Peter's Sermon, ſaid 
unto Pcecy and the reſt of the Apoſtles, ſen ard Brethren, what 
ſhall we do? to whom Peter anſwering ſaid, Repent, and be bap- 
tized every ore of you im the Name of feſus Chriſt, for the Re- 
miſſion of Sins, and ye ſpall recesve the Gift of the Holy Ghoſt, 
Acts. 2. 37. and Afts 13. 38, 39. Itis ſaid,” That the. Apoſtle 
preachid through the Name of Chriſt the Forgiveneſs of Sins, aud 

that by him all that believe are juſtifid from all Things, from 
which th:y could net be juſtified by the Law of Moſes, ' So that 
although by the Law of Adoſes thoſe who were under it (and 
in Caſes where an Oath was by the Law required) could not be 
freed from an Oath; yet by the Law of Chriſt, and the Power 
of the Endleff Life, Heb. 7. 6. all the Diſciples of Chriſt are 
freed and juſtified by Chriſt from all Oathes and Swearing un- 
der the Goſpel : And by confeſfing Chriſt to be the Son of God, 
and belicviny in him, we receive Ciriſt, and by receiving of 
him, he dwelleth in us, and we inhim, in whom God is welt 
pleaſed to accept of us, and in.whom, after that we be'ieve, we 
are ſcaled with the Spirit of Promiſe, which is the Evidence and 
Earneſt of our Inheritance, according to Epbeſ, r.6, 13, 14. 
without any Oath or Swearing : So that we have a Cloud of 
Witnefſe:, that the Apoſtles and Miniſters of Chriſt did not re- 
quire of any Converts, Few or Gentile, any Oath or ſwearing, 
as an Evidence of their Converſion unto God ; but that they 
ſhould confeſs that Jeſus Chriſt was the Son of God, and repent 
and. 
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and believe the Goſpel, 'and thereupon (without any Oath ox 
ſwearing) they were baptized, and received the Promi's of 
God, which isthe Holy Ghoſt : Now the'e Things being ſo, 
| do therefore deny F.S. his Aſſumption and Concluſion, 

But ]. s. further ſaith, That the Lord [ware by himſelf, exc. 
that unto him every Knee ſhall boy, ard every Tongue ſhall ſwear, 
114.45. 23. and alfo faith, rhar this Prophecy #s to recerve 1ts Ac- 
compliſhment in Goſpel-Tim-s, and that ſwearing to the Lord s 
here proph:ſi.d of, as that Druine Service ard Homaze, by the 
p:rfcrmng whereof Gentile-Converts were to declare their owning 
of, and Converſion to the true God, &6. And for further Proof 
(as hefaith) he quotes Ia, 19.18, &c. In that Day fhall five 
Cities of the Land of Egypt ſpeak the Language of Canaan, and 
ſwear to the Lord of Heſts>, there ſhall be an Altar tothe Lord in 
the midſt of the Laudof Egypt, and 4 Pillar to the Lord at the 
Borders thereof, and it ſhall be for a Sign and for a Witneſs unto 
the Lord of Hoſts in the Landof Egypt; for they ſhall cry unto 
the Lord, and he ſhall ſend them a Saviour ,, and the Lord ſhall 
be known unto Egypt, and the Egyptians ſhall know the Lord in 
that Day, and (hall d, Sacy fice and Oblation;, yea, they ſhalt 
vow a Vow unto the Lord, aud perform it, and he ſhall be entreatea 
of them, and ſhall heal them, ©. 

For Anſwer to all which I ſay, That the carnal Man, as the 
carnal F-w, looks for the fulfilling of the Letter, but the ſpiri- 
tual Man looks for the Spirit ; for the Chriftians Laws and Pri- 
viledges under the Goſpel are all ſpiritual, and ſo are their Or- 
dinances ; Row ].S5, being carnally-minded, cannot diſcern tie 
Things of the Spirut,becauſe they are ſpiritually diſcerned, 1 Cor, 
2.14. But inſtead of diſtinguiſhing aright between the Ordi- 
nances under the Law and the Ordinances under the Goſpel, be. 
tween an Oath and V Vitneſs-bearing, hath confounded them 
together; andthough he read Moſes and the Prophets, yet it 

is evident by his Atſirmations aforeſaid, that he knoweth not the 
V oice of God that ſpoke in the Prophets, no more then thoſe 
mentioned Atts 13. 27, and being vnlearnedin the School of 
Chriſt, hath rendered the Prophets Words literally, which the. 
Apoſtle Perl, who was a Miniſter of the Spirit, renders ſpirt- 


tually, as is evident fro.n Rom, 14- 9, 10. As I lives ſaith

ing, according to the Oldneſs of the Letter, which doth further 
appcar from Chrift's own Words, Mat. 10, 32, But ] ſay unto 
Joy whoſoever ſhall confeſs me before Men, him will ] confeſs be. 
fore my Heavenly Father ;, foallo Rom. 10,9, 10. So that it 

* 35 evident, that Confcflion under the Goſpel is anſwerable to 
Swearing under the Law ; for by confeſling to God, and appeat-

Anſwer, This Scrip- 

ture hath notReference to all the People of rhe Ger1/es, as is 
evident from the Words themſelves, whicn only ſpeaks of five 
Cities in Egypt, whereas the Genriles inhabited many Nations ; 

neither doth it altogether relate to Goſpe]-Times, when the

for it is evident, that before the Coming of the Meſſiah, there 
was an Aſſociation of ſome of tie Gentiles unto the Church of 
. the Fews ;, for afterthe rebvilding of the-Temple, and befere 
the Death of Chrift, there was a Number of Prolelites out of- 
divers iVations, both for that by Reaſon of the many Dijperſi- 
ons of the Fews in the Captivity,and their Commerce with other 
Nations, thefr Cuſtoms and Religion were more commonly 
nown,and becauie theſe timeswereto be as aPreparative to the : 
general Calling of the Gentiles : It is allo evident, that upon the 
gbod Eſcape of tne Fews in Babylon, many turned to their Res» - 
ligion ; and the Scriptures ſhew to us ſeveral Examples, E/t- 
her 8.179, As 2,10, ar.23.

from theſe Prophecies might as well conclude, that Chrifians 
in Goſpel-times or:ght to have Altars,, offer Sacrifices and Ob- 
lations, ast4e Fews had and did under the Law, as that Chrifti- 
ars may lawfully ſwear ; but Chriſtians in Chriſt Jeſus do be- 
ltieve and know,that thoſe Sacrifices in which there is a Remem- 
brance again of Sins, the Lord undzr the New Teſtament hath 
not required, and that in Burnt-Offerings and Sacrifices for Sin
